RIMARILY, The Temple is a econsmie organic centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coincident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—eame into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular eorner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is rTiging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice.

whole. |

\Iv children remember, there 1s one indisputable_ fact, the tact 
that, even at the longest, there is, comparatively speaking, but a 
Short time left for vou to remain in physical incarnation at this par- 
ticular stage of your hfe Journey, and con<ider whether von cdesire 
to be active or passive in the, intermedtate—astral—state hetween 
the phvarcal and devachanic states of consciousness ; that 1s, do vou 
dexre to be conscious of personal ex1stence and experience, or 40 
vou dexire to lose the sense of personality for a long time when vor 
Pas into that intermediate state? Bear in mind, 1t must he one or 
the other; there 1s no third alternative. It 1s only the extremely 
wicked who lose and the very advanced Souls who renounce the 
devachanic mterlude, $0 1t 1s well to acknowledge and accept the tact 
in con<dering the fate of the human race, in that respect, and turn 
vour attention temporarily to consideration of the state preceding 
the devachanic. 

[t 1s not a commonly accepted fact that a normal human heing 
may choose whether he will remain wide awake, or will passrvely 
accept a half comatose state of ex1stence (luring that intermediate 
period, at the close of which occurs what 1s sometimes termed *the 
Second death.” If wide awake, the personal mind 1s more consclous 
of the purgation which 1s taking place than he would otherwi1se he: 
that 1s, more conscious of the experiences he 1s passing through, 
experiences both positive and negative—the karmic results ot prev- 
1008s act1on. 

\\ hen 1 say man may choose, of course, | use the word choose 1n 
a relative sense, for his power of choice depends largely upon the 
condition of the vehicle of his astral consciousness ; and the condition 
of that astral vehicle depends upon the degree to which he has 
developed that vehicle, by means of the exercise of Desire and Will 
while still functioning on the physical plane. If he 1s an accepted 
d15c1ple of the White Lodge such exercise will be given under fixed 
rules for controlling these two forms of cosmic energy. Remember, 
his. action 1n that respect will not influence his later devachanic 
experience, unless he has reached a point where the individual need 
for that period of rest no longer ex1sts, as 1s the case with the Masters 
of \Wisdom, who are consc10us on all planes, at wall. 

The occult rules for consciously changing the outlines of anv 
living form are possthle of s0 much misuse they are only given by 
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Master to pupil. direct-; there are no reliable printed rules for that 
purpose. It 1s a serious matter for one to dehberately decide to 
conscrtously change the conhguration of an! organ of that astral 
body, for it he has much unpaid bad karma he may create conditions 
which would increase the action of karmic retribution beyond his 
power of patient endurance, as a highly <ensitive body may feel 
Pain more keenly than would a gross body on the physical plane. 

[t 18 possthle for a strong minded man to do much in the way of 
changing h1s astral hodv, as I have mentioned, without knowing 
anvthing about the beftore-mentioned ries, or even be aware that 
he 18 hnlding that body at all; but if he consciously undertakes to 
make such changes while totally ignorant of those rules he 18s hable 
ts make Some Serious nistakes, and the result would he a badly 
proportioned, unnatural or deformed organ or bodv, for he would 
not know how or where to hx his thought rorce. Under such cir- 
cunstances, he would do better to leave the Changing Of that form t 
nature alone. tor 11 would be possthle tor him to tear down by sndden 


Cuts ot anger, hate or Jealousv more 1m a moment of time than he 


could rebmld in a vear. This also 1s even true of the normally 
moral, well-intentioned man ; but 1t he 1s building by rule he may 
know better how to correct tanlt in the building. 

One of the pecuhar diosyncrasies of the human racial mind 1s 
the rapidity with which it eliminates certain tacts and experiences 
it would seem would have been indeliblv imprinted within 1t; for 
instance, the methods and means by which structural changes m 
form, both astral and physical, take place and the causes for such 
changes. Everv race, as a whole, has been repeatedly taught the 
necessity - for morality, and for spiritual rehirth 1t the soul 15 
to have an independent existence after death of the body. 
They may not have accepted these world-old teachings, but 
at least they have heard of them in some degree. They have some- 
thing in the line of a concept of a Supreme Being and of a Heaven 
and a Hell, but the basic reason for being righteous, from a mathe- 
matical or geometrical point of view, receives little or no constdera- 
tion. 

The fact that the commission of an act, or the dwelling upon a 
definite thought, which is contrary to divine law, may produce 
<tructural changes in form (both astral and physical) has been lost 
at some period of the individual life line, and this notwithstanding 
the fact that the seat of memory 1s fixed in the soul. It would seem 


that the intuition or the racial instinct of a people, 1f nothing more 
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lefinite, would have carried over into a new incarnation such a 
Super-1important memory, but this occurs in only exceptional cases. 
The loss of a limb or the infliction of some other physical injury 
in one hfe does in fact leave an impress on the soul memory m 
all =xncceeding hves, and this hecomes evident in an instinctive tear 
of the thing or creature by which such injury was inflicted ; vet the 
means by which Karma collects its moral and spiritual debts, in 80 
manv instances, remains a mystery. A man may have been horn 
deaf or blind, and science may find the cause for 1t in some structural 
fault in eye or ear, or some hereditary or pre-natal influence. Ortho- 
doxyv terms 1t the *Will of God,” and it seldom 1t ever occurs to that 
man that the primal cause of his bhndness or deatness was m1SuseC 
or abuse of the properties of Thought, Sound or Light. The mode 
f motion or the vibrations of the waves of hght or sound which had 
Deen evoked by Thought in that misuse or abuse reached the centers 
Sound or v1s10n, in process of formation, in the unborn child. 

The mteraction of all energ1es, substances and matter on all 
planes of hte 1s httle understood as yet. 

These are crude 1llustrations but they may g1ive some 1dea of the 
method and the means by which prenatal variations of. form- are 
accomplished, and the causes back of such structural changes, both 
go0d and bad, from a material point ot view. One may listen to 
the tale against, and <ubscribe to the revengeful punishment of 
another man, without making an effort to learn the truth ot the 
eharge against the man or to help the sutterer, thus passrvely hecom- 
ing an accessory to his suffering, hut Divine [Law takes account of 
that xm of omiss10n. The waves of sound or v1son, or both, have 
een. evoked and diverted from their natural or divine course; and 
=ometume, somewhere, 1n <ome newly incarnating life, a center of 
astral form— 


nearing or s1ght in the then forming Linga Sharira 
will catch those diverted waves, and when ear or eye 1s fully formed 
there will be some fault, come malformation which will not pernut 
the great normal, natural waves of sound or hght to play upon the 
a<tral ear or eye centres in process of forming. 

PoSSHHly this illustration will give some 1dea of the interaction of 
<ubstance on difterent planes, although it 1s very difhcult to illustrate 
the action of the higher spiritual forces in and through gross matter.
